The Spaniards, bore, it can 
not be denied, are heartily sick of tl 
war, excepting only those who are wit 
out money or property, and who act 
ally make a better living out of the rev 
lution tban they over did before 
could hope to do again if peace is pr 
claimed. Then there ia another cla 
anxious for the war to continue—tho 
who hope to better thomaolvea eonaido 
ably should the insurgents triumph.

SAN FitANCieco, February 9.—A con- 


tract waa awarded by the Ban Joaciuin 
Vtklley road today to Grant Bros, of this 
city for grading of the road from Fresno 
to Hanford, a distance of thirty miles. 
The work will coat between $30,000 and 
$10,000. Operations will be commenced 
within ten days and the contract ia ex- 
pected to be executed in four monthe. 


Trauklaying on thie eection of the road 


will be begun iu two months. The cal- 
culation is to reach the Kings river in 
time to transport to that point the ma- 
terial for the bridge which will he cou- 
etructed to cross that stream. 


The point at which tho river will be 


croesed is about twenty miles below 
Fresno. The extension of tha Valley 
road from Fresno to Viealia, via Reed- 
ley, will follow tho construction of the 
section to Hanford. They will rejoin 
each other at'Joaquina, fifty miles eouth 
of Freano by way of Hanford, and 
seventy miles by way of Vioalia. Which 
of the sections will form part of the 
main road and which will be relegated 
to the inferior position of a branch ia to 
be determined by the trailic and not tho 
greater or leaser distance to be traversed. 


W. 0. Kdes, principal assistant to the 


chief engineer, will have general super- 
vision of the extension work, which will 
be under the special charge of Division 
Engineer E, A. McFarland. The last 
named Ktmtleiueu hatt acted ae division 
superintendent, with hie headquarters 
at Stockton. He will now be succeeded 
permanently in this latter position by 
A. D. Schiodler, at present in charge of 
the draughting room.
